After the meet- 
ing has been called to order and the 
minutes of the preceding meeting have 
been read, applications for membership 
in the Society are discussed by the Branch 
chairmen. If all is favorable, he moves 
the applicant be accepted for member- 
ship and the entire committee casts its 
vote. 

Before any applicant is voted on, a 
preliminary investigation takes place.

ETHICS CODE VIOLATIONS 


Dr. Robert C. Kent, 723 Ridge Road, 
Wilmette, was placed on probation for 
six months March 19, 1959, for insertion 
of an article with pictures of his office 
in The Wilmette Life of January 29, 
1959. This is a violation of the Code of 
Ethics under Advertising, Sec. 2, Inter- 
pretation (4) “It shall be considered un- 
ethical for a member of this Society to 
circularize the public by card, poster, 
handbill, telegraph, telephone, radio, 
television or newspaper, etc., or any kind 
of printed or written matter, or any 
device, that is obviously a solicitation 
for patronage and a subterfuge for ad- 
vertising.” 

Dr. Gilbert Pape, 337 E. 107th Street, 
was censured and placed on probation 
for six months April 21, 1959, for inser- 
tion of a removal notice in The Index 
of November 19, 1958. This is a viola- 
tion of the Code of Ethics under Adver- 
tising, Sec. 2. 

Dr. J. Earl Harris, 1957 East 71st 
Street, was expelled for violation of the 
Code of Ethics of the Society consisting 


of (1) Violation of Sec. 1 of the Code 
of Ethics—General Deportment; and (2) 
Violation of Sec. 2: “It shall be consid- 
ered unethical for any member of this 
Society to issue, or cause to be issued, 
by interview or otherwise, any statement 
to the press or other non-dental publi- 
cation, unless such member shall have 
received the authorization of the Ethics 
Committee of this Society.”

Ethics. If there are any infractions of 
the code the applicant will be so in- 
formed. I might add, here, that with this 
in mind last year the Committee selected 
three men to appear before the senior 
classes of the three dental schools in 
Chicago to explain what and what not 
to do when opening a dental office in 
Metropolitan Chicago. 

Now we come to the matter of com- 
plaints regarding members of the Society. 
All complaints must be in writing and . 
signed by the complainant. This com- 
plaint is read by the Committee Chair- 
man at a meeting, and the Ethics Chair- 
man of the Branch in which the accused 
is a member requests the Secretary to 
write a letter advising the time the hear- 
ing is to take place at a Committee meet- 
ing. Not less than go days is required 
for notification. At the hearing the ac- 
cused states his case and is given every 
opportunity to explain his situation in 
detail. He is questioned by the Chairman 
and Committee and is shown every cour- 
tesy at all times. When there is no further 
discussion a vote is cast by the commit- 
tee. Let me point out that the Commit- 
tee has no power to make a final decision 
one way or another. It merely suggests 
to the Board of Directors of the Society 
before whom the matter is then taken, 
and the Board of Directors makes the 
final decision. 

Many of these cases are most difficult 
to judge. As you can readily imagine, 
this committee performs a service that is 
often thankless and unpleasant, and the 
men serving on it deserve plenty of credit. 


* The Chairman alone, often travels as 


many as seventy-five miles in one month. 
All of these complaints have to be inves- 
tigated by someone on the Committee. 
Here is something we can all do to give 
them a hand: 

Be familiar with the Code of Ethics so 
there will be no necessity for being called 
before the Board. 

If you are ever in doubt, call the Cen- 
tral Office for advice.
